Cakes should be brought to the Village Hall between 12.30 and 12.45 pm. Doors will then be closed and 
judging will take place at 1 pm. Cakes can be collected at 4 pm. No responsibility can be taken for cakes 
entered. 

Victoria Snonge 

4oz Margarine 
4oz Caster sugar 
4oz Self-raising Flour 
2 Eggs 

I. Cream margarine and sugar together until light and creamy in 
texture. 

2. Add the eggs a little at a time and beat well. Gently fold-in the flour 

3. Place the mixture into a greased 7 inch cake tin or two 7 inch sandwich tins. 

4. Bake in a moderate oven 160 - 180° C, 325 - 350°F, gas mark 3 - 4.For 25 - 30 mins in two tins 40 - 45 
mins in one tin. 

5. When cool, split and fill with jam or cream.

Time to go on an energy 
saving diet,,. 

In the last two editions of the Bar 
Hill News these Tread Lightly 5 
features have given advice on easy- 
to-take steps to help the environ¬ 
ment (with the added benefit of 


saving you money). 

You may be asking yourself - why should I bother? 
Like a dieter reaching for one more chocolate bar the 
excuses flow too easily. Why should I bother when 
China and India’s emissions are so high? Why should I 
bother if my neighbour doesn’t? Why should I bother 
when I have so much else to do? 


Consider this: 

According to World Wildlife Fund research nearly two 
thirds of the CCL in the atmosphere has been emitted by 
the G8 countries. In the UK we are consuming three 
times our fair share of the planet’s natural resources. So 
apparendy the answer to the question ‘who ate all the 
pies'is ‘we did ’! 

It is time to go on an energy-saving diet (hopefully some 
of the below you have already started): 

* Replace your light bulbs with energy efficient ones; 
they last longer and cut your electricity bill 

* Turn down your thermostat by just ONE degree and 
slash 10% off the energy used in heating your home 

* Opt for a shower (not a power shower) rather than a 
bath 

* Turn off your electrical appliances (DVDs, mobile 
phone chargers, TVs, computers, stereos) at the 
wall.

Saving Trust 

* Run your fridge at between 3-5 °C 

* Turn down the hot water to 60°C 

* Draw curtains at dusk and maintain the heat in your 
rooms 

* Set your washing machine to 30-40°C and try to dry 
clothes naturally 


Potting yon in control of your social care 


Cambridgeshire County Council and its NHS partners 
are introducing a new approach to social care that 
gives individuals control of their own support. 
Self-Directed Support involves identifying and 
allocating a Personal Budget - an upfront allocation 
of funding for eligible individuals to plan how to 
meet their social care needs and achieve their per¬ 
sonal goals. By March 2011 all new and existing 
users of social care services eligible for support will 
have been moved over to the new system.

RECYCLING BINS - NO MICROCHIPS 

South Cambridgeshire District Council (SCDC) has 
confirmed its commitment to steer clear of microchips 
in its bins. After national reports dial an increasing 
number of councils are installing microchips in rubbish 
bins, SCDC is making it clear that none of its bins is 
fitted with microchips and there are no plans to install 
them in the future. 

South Cambs has listened to residents who have said 
that they want to recycle more and the new blue bin 
collection system will be introduced in October. This 
will help residents to recycle a greater range of materi¬ 
als, including plastic pots, tubs and trays and cartons 
such as Tetra Paks.

IDEAS ON PROJECTS FOR THE VILLAGE 

Thank you to all those residents who contacted the 
Parish Council with ideas for spending foe £9,000 
available for village projects. The project which was 
suggested by most residents was for more footpaths 
around foe ring road. I regret that cost prohibits us from 
providing these at foe moment: eight years ago an 
estimate for the work was £150,000. Where there is no 
kerb (and the area is muddy) to lay a footpath would be 
very expensive because drainage for foe “run-off” of 
water would have to be provided. However, foe Council 
will explore whether grants are available for such a 
project. 

Other suggestions were for more trees, and bulbs/ 
flowers around foe village and on foe roundabout. One 
resident suggested a one-man gritting machine so that at 
the very least foe spine paths could be gritted in icy 
weather. The Parish Council will make a decision about 
the £9,000 at its April meeting and I will publish details 
in June’s Bar Hill News. 

Thank you once again to all those residents who showed 
an interest in enhancing foe village and its facilities.

Report from County Councillor John Reynolds 

Councillors want to adopt the Buswhv as an asset 

not a liability 

Cambridgeshire County Council have echoed 
comments made by the Transport Minister, calling 
for a quick resolution to the contract issues over the 
scheme. Whilst the Council is pleased that BAM 
Nuttall finished construction of the guideway itself 
last year which has allowed these trial bus runs, it is 
also clear that before regular services can start, a 
number of outstanding problems must be resolved. 
The Council is calling on BAM Nuttail to come to 
the table and reach agreement quickly. The County 
Council have set out six particular defects that must 
be resolved before full bus services can start. If 
they are not resolved now, there is a strong chance 
that the guideway will have to be shut in the future 
to deal with them and that will be at the taxpayers' 
expense. 

Council to carry on fight for transport improve¬ 

ments. 

County Council will carry on fighting for vital funds 
to improve transport and they will not impose 
congestion charging on Cambridge. Government 
had previously required that authorities include 
congestion charging to unlock hundreds of millions 
of pounds of transport investment. Cambridgeshire 
had argued in its bid that this would only be intro¬ 
duced after all other suggestions had failed and 
congestion had reached a point that it was unaccept¬ 
able to the majority of residents and businesses in 
tire County. In any bid to Government councillors 
will not impose a congestion charge. Councillors 
have also pledged to carry on fighting for the 
creation of a much needed rail station at Chesterton 
and will put this at the heart of any new bid. 
On the road to repairs in Cambridgeshire 

County Council workmen are out in force across 
Cambridgeshire repairing unprecedented levels of 
damage caused to die roads by the extended period 
of winter weather. Since foe beginning of 2010, 
patching crews have repaired over 3,000 pot holes 
and the county council will keep up the pressure to 
repair the roads as quickly as possible Potholes can 
be reported online at www.cambridgeshire.gov.uk 
or via the council's telephone contact centre, 8 am to 
8 pm, six days a week Monday to Saturday, on 0345 
045 5212.
